It 
is respectfully requested that the "Appendix V" video disc be 
admitted as part of the record of the instant application. 

3. The instant application relates, inter alia, to 
methods of and arrangements for providing foreign language 
instruction (or, providing instruction of a target language to

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The "Appendix V" video disc contains an entire 
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one or more students whose native language is different from the 
target language) in a classroom, tutoring and/or multimedia 
setting. 

4. Since foreign language instruction is a dynamic 
process, it will be appreciated that a mere written description 
of foreign language instruction methodologies might not ideally 
convey, inter alia, the intensity of the pedagogical connection, 
or "spark", that develops between the provider of instructional 
material (i.e., classroom teacher, tutor, or multimedia 
arrangement) and the recipient of such material (i.e., student or 
multimedia user) . 

5. It is further recognized that the efficacy of a 
foreign language instruction methodology, to say nothing of its 
distinct features and uniqueness as compared to other 
methodologies, can likely best be appreciated through the eyes of 
a relatively uninitiated observer, especially if the language of 
instruction is one with which the observer is not familiar. 

6. Applicant has therefore provided the "Appendix V" 
video disc, which contains a sample lesson of instruction in 
Mandarin, in an effort to provide a relatively uninitiated 
observer at the Office (such as an Examiner assigned to the 
instant application) with the opportunity to directly engage with 
an instruction methodology according to an embodiment of the 
present invention and, thus, to appreciate the efficacy and 
impact of the methodology. (Of course, in the event that an 
Examiner assigned to the instant application or other observer is 
proficient in Mandarin, it is recommended that the lesson be 
viewed by an individual who is not proficient in Mandarin.) 

7. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that 
the "Appendix V" video disc can help impart, beyond the written 
portions (i.e., the main Specification, Claims, Abstract and 
Appendices A-M) of the instant application, an even better 
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appreciation of the present invention in accordance with at least 
one presently preferred embodiment thereof. 

8. Thus, it is respectfully submitted that admission 
of the "Appendix V" video disc into the record of the instant 
application is highly desirable for demonstrating the uniqueness 
and distinct features of a foreign language instruction 
methodology in accordance with an embodiment of the present 
invention, as compared to known methodologies that form the prior 
art . 

9. In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully 
submitted that admission of the "Appendix V" video disc into the 
record of the instant application is fully warranted, and it is 
thus respectfully requested that the Office take positive action 
towards that end with due haste.
